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1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
specification appears to be a product of translation from a foreign document and as 
such contains limitations that are non-idiomatic and awkward in nature. Appropriate 
review and correction is required. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claims are, as was the specification, a product 
of translation from a foreign document and contain many limitations lacking positive 
recitation and antecedent basis. Some examples in claim 1 are: the inclusion of the 
phrase, "or the like", lines 1 and 3, which render the metes and bounds of the claim 
unclear. The limitations, "the articulation outer circumferential and inner circumferential 
sides" and "said articulation inner circumferential side connecting plate" lack antecedent 
basis. The limitations, "a front end surface", "a rear end surface", "at least articulation 
inner circumferential side", lack positive recitation and correlation in the claim. Further 
in claim 1, "non-contact positions" is indefinite and unclear in nature and fails to clearly 
set forth applicants invention. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Szpakowski 
(hereinafter Szpak) (best seen in Figs. 1, 5, and 6). Szpak teaches the claimed guide 
chain including connecting engagement portions 1 10/1 12 on the front and rear of 



plate engagement portions 126/128 for enter-engagement with the connecting 
engagement portions of the connecting plates. 

4. Claims 3 and 4 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
